Release Reported 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Three 


Iranians iiijacked an Iranian 
jetliner to Baghdad today, shol 
and wounded the copilot and 
threatened to blow up the plane 
unless Iran freed 21 political 
prisoners. Foreign Minister Ar- 
deshir Zhaedi announced the 
plane was released and flew 
back to Iran. 


Baghdad radio, reporting the 


wounding of the copilot, an- 
nounced that the. three Iranians 
were arrested and were being 
questioned. 


Baghdad radio said four wom- 


en and three children were al- 
lowed to disembark but 45 per- 
sons had remained on board in 
the Iraqi capital. Officials in 
Tehran refused to confirm' that 
fee hijackers had demanded the 
release of political prisoners. 


Zhaedi said only that the ne- 


gotiations were carried out with 
Iraqi authorities and the plane 
landed at Abadan in southwest 
Iran, across the Shaat al Arb 
River from Iraq. 


In Tehran, Iranian officials 


said at first that Iraqi security 
agents had arrested the hijack- 
ers and that the plane had left 
Baghdad for its original destina- 
tion five hows after it arrived.

Considered Landmark Decision 
Automation Effects Negotiable, Court Says

Supreme Court said in a land- 
mark decision handed down 
Friday. 


The opinion upholding a major 


policy decision made earlier by 
the Wisconsin Employment Re- 
lations Commission was written 
for a majority of the seven-man 
s court by Justice Leo P. Hanley. 
Justices Horace Wilkie and 
Nathan S. Heffernan dissented, 
but their opinions were not 
immediately available. 


Hanky's opinion, the first of 


its kind on the subject in a 
Wisconsin court appeal, was 
against Libby McNeil and Lib- 


by, one of the principal employ- 
ers of migrant laborers in state 
cucumber fields, especially in 
Waushara County . and other 
central Wisconsin districts.

ed, demanding bargaining on 
severance pay as one suitable 
method of compensating work- 
ers for lost jobs. 


The firm asserted that it 


could not take such a "tongue in 
cheek" proposal seriously, and 
the union then filed an unfair 
labor practice with the state 
labor board, alleging the com- 
pany, had refused to "bargain 
collective bargaining unit, as 
required by slate law. 


The labor board held the 


decision to mechanize and the 
effects of the decision were 
legitimately subject to collective 
bargaining. It was upheld in an 
appeal to the Waushara District 
Circuit Court. But the Supreme 
Court reversal decision, written 
by Hanley, while upholding the 
negotiability of the effects of 
the decision, said the decision 
itself is not "bargainable."

OSHKOSH — The Wisconsin 


A s sociation on Alcoholism 
(WAA) 
voted Friday, by an 


overwhelming majority of its 
membership to expand its 
function to include an drug 
problems. 


Meeting for its fifth annual 


fall conference, the WAA set as 
its theme "A New Duo - 
Alcohol and Drugs" with the 
prospect of expanding its goal 
of disseminating knowledge at 
the state level on alcoholism 
to include drug abuse. 


The morning's program in- 


cluded talks by two recover- 
ing addicts, one whose initial 
problem was alcohol and de- 
veloped into a dual addiction 
with drugs, and the other 
whose first addiction was pills 
and later was extended to 
alcohol. 


By a vote of 46 to 4, the 


group accepted the challenge 
to work wita drug abuse. 


"By your action today, you 


are letting your board know 
that we have your permission 
to create a forum for all 
people who are interested in 
the field of drug abuse as well 
as alcoholism," A. Bela Mar- 
oti, president, said. 


Promote Understanding 
"It will be our responsibility 


.to promote a better under- 
standing in society for drug 
abuse and alcoholism and 
their related problems and to 
cooperate with the state in 
setting up more resources and 
services," he continued. "This 
will be a continuing involve- 
ment with all agencies devel- 
oping programs for prevention 
and education. 


"Our role is also to promote 


community planning for iden- 
tification, treatment and con- 
tinuing care for the alcoholic 
aid <*ni£ abusers - involving 
ever'one, as well as prong- 


ing more research programs 
and more adequa'e legisla- 
tion," Maroti concluded. 


Every member was asked 


to consider whether he or she 
was ready to accept the 
challenge of dealing with drug 
abuse at the local level, and 
emotionally and psvchotogical- 
ly ready to deal with youth. 


The move by the Wisconsin 


group adopts the position 
taken by the Advisory Com- 
mittee to the State Alcoholism 
Services last March, as de- 
scribed by Frank Coogan, 
director of the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Health and Social 
Services' Bureau of Alcohol- 
ism and Drug Abuse. 


Rising Concern 


"Sparked by the rising con- 


cern over increased abuse of 
drugs and dangerous sub- 
stances in the state, the 1969 
legislature assigned responsi- 
bility for drug abuse pro- 


grams to the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Health and Social 
Services," Coogan explained. 


"We have the responsibility 


for encouraging the establish- 
ment of state and community 
treatment facilities and pro- 
grams closely paralleling well- 
established alcoholism pro- 
grams. We will develop and 
disseminate educational and 
informational materials o n 
drugs and dangerous sub- 
stances. 


"We must be cautioned 


about one thing — the inci- 
dence of alcohol abuse.. .is 
far greater than drug abuse 
and the primary concern of 
the bureau will remain hi the 
field of alcoholism," he warn- 
ed. 


By its action Friday, the 


Association, hopes to draw 
together all groups concerned 
with drug use and abuse 
making the youth of Wiscon- 


sin the prime target for 
action. "We want them to sit 
down with us — exchange 
ideas and needs — tell us 
what they want," Maroti said.
